_journey from Sheklung onward to the fovt 
of the Lo-fau, adiatancs of twenty miles, tha 

‘tourist will find in Bir. Bourae’s book all 

noedful information, and so aleo for a visit 

to all the principal pointe of interest con- 
neoted with this rango of mountains, the 
voritablo Alps of South China. 

Asa health-resort thero men live longer 
than anywhers olse, o6 a“partadise for the 
betaniat but little exploited, ns a preserve 
of wild boars and ligers offuring special at- 
tractiona fer tho shoatist, 38 absolutely 
noerptored ground calling for interpretation 
by the geologist and butterfly collector, 
and finally asa station for meteorological 
ohaervations, woThyoF per.nanert ocoupa- 
tion by Dr. Doberck, tha Lo-fau mountains 
offer exceptional sttiaclions to Hangkeng 
residents. Sirange lo any. this wonderful 
region, within two days’ journey from 
Hongkong or Canton, has hitherto been 
little known to, and raroly visited by, Ea- 
ropeans with the excoption of n few sinolo- 
siete and botaniats. It is the merit of Mr. 
Bourne's book that it makes tho Lo-fou 
mountains known to Europeans in ge era), 
and provides the intending visitor to those 
delectable regions with all the informa! ion 
requited. There isslso a neat sketch map 
which gives a fairly correct idea of the lay 
of the mountains and the relative position of 
the ternptes. 

For the botanist inparticnlar, Mr, Bourne 
gives most serviceable hints. He also 
specifies the plants, peculiar to tho Lo-fou, 
collected thare by Mr C. Ford, himeelf and 
others, aod vatmes those Lo-fau planta 
which are atill awiting identification by 
thesciontist, Mr, 8 .urno briefly illustrates 
the ancient mytholovy and religious his- 


_| tory eonnected wilh the many sacred places 


of the Lo-fau mountains, which are atill the 
object of native pilgrimsges und in seasons 
of dronght reaorled to even by official 
deputations of the Viceroy to procure rain. 
In this connection Mr. Bourne gives 8 vory 
ingenious exposition of the essence and 
value of the religions of China and of 
‘Toniam in paftticular (p. 27 to 39), Those 
and similar remarks, interspersed hare and 
thera, show much originality of thought and 
reveal the philosophic trend of tho 
author’s mind.
